Lifting Brings Discomfort 


They do not want to be handled, 
particularly picked up by placing 
the hands on the sides under the 
arm pits. The softened bones, 
which should be firm to protect 
the contents of the chest cavity, 
are yielding and any pressure or 
lifting causes discomfort in these 
organs. 

During the first six months the 
child lies most of the time on its 
back and if rickets is present the 
back of the head becomes flat, as 
does also the chest, hips and 
thighs. 

At a later time the child tries to 
sit up and the direction of the 
weight is changed. The head may 
sink down on the shoulders arid 
the neck becomes shorter. The 
hips flatten out, broaden from 
side to side, getting flat from front 
to back. The child is slow to at- 
tempt¥to walk and when he does , 
bow legs or knock knees begin to 
develop:: 

This may have occurred sooner 
due to the pressure of diapers and 
clothing. The bowing is not in the 
shaft of the bone as much as it is 
at the ends, where ‘the greatest 
softening occurs.

East is around + 
twenty-three years for the man 
and nineteen yéars ior the woman, 
while in the Midwest’ correspond- 
ing figures are twenty-two years 
for the man and nineteen years 
for the woman. Husbands in both 
Fastern and Midwestern .groups 
appreciate most in their home life 
(usted in order): (1) Children, (2) 
good meals, (3) an attractive 
home, (4) a wife's social ability. 

Less than one out of every three 
marriages in Midwestern states is 
or the ‘‘mixed” religious type, as 
compared with one out of every 
two-and-a-half such marriages in 
the Eastern group. The vote, how- 
ever, shows that Midwestern par- 
ents are opposed to such mar- 
riages for their children by a pro- 
portion of only slightly more than 
one to one, as compared with al- 
most two to one against in the 
East. : 


Have Higher Income 


Other returns show Midwestern 
couples to have had a higher aver- 
age income when married than 
those in the East (about $50 per 
year more), but a greater propor- 
tion of present married couples in 
the latter group to have savings 
accounts as compared with those 
in the Midwest. . 

The survey further shows a def- 
inite majority of Midwestern mare 
riages to have been adversely af- 
fected by the depression, whereas 
in the East there is an even divi- 
sion of opinion on the question. 
Both groups of states record them- 
selves in favor of having a. wife 
interest herself. directly in her 
husband’s business affairs. , 

As to the advisability of ‘miar= 
ried couples living with relatives 
or in-laws, the vote is decidedly in 
the negative for both groups, but 
it shows the highest majority vote 
in the Midwest, where the average 
is 38 to 1 against such domestic 
relations.
